Lieutenant Fremont here inserts the 
Journal of the other party, kept by Mr. 
Preuss. lath s Journal, the writer gives 
a brief description of the celebrated Chim 
ney Kock, which they pessed on the Oth: 
‘*it looked at the distance of 30 miles like, 
what it is called, the jong chimney of a 
steam factory esiablishment, or a shot 
tower in Baltimore.""

Further Particulars of the Great Fire 
in Jana'ca.—We have roc ived some ad. 
ditional and very interestng particulers 
of the terrills fire in Kingston, Jamaica, 
the first account of which was published 
exclusively in the Herald. 

The paiticulers we now give were; 
written on the 4d inst., and are certainly | 
graphic. They show what philanthropy | 
is doing for Jamiica:— 

*-The whole city is in great distress — 
there are sbout five thousan! persons 
without a roof over their hvuads.— An aw- 
ful conflag: ation broke ou: on the 2Uth at 
4 o'clock in the morning, at the east end 
of Kingston, whea the sea breeze blew a 
perfect hurricane, and roged with fury 
throughout the day, defying all attempts 
to extinguish it. The flames and smoke 
were to be seen ala distance of 60 miles 
from Kingston, in the coustry, and far at 
sex.
